Despite Lewis’ milk-and-water endorse- 
ment of the war effort, he never did any- 
thing to indicate that he meant it, except 
Where the miners compelled him to act. In 


fact, the United Mine Workers Journal has 
continually sniped at the war effort while 
Lewis himself has never repudiated his 
America First and appeaser associates. 

Lewis’ eleventh hour resolution on the 
war, adopted on Wednesday, was only 
wheedled out of him by the pressure of the 
people, the CIO and particularly the miners. 
It should impress nobody. 

Likewise, Lewis’ denial of the charges 
contained in the resolution presented by R. J. 


Thomas and adopted by the CIO Executive 


Board, is entirely unconvincing. The mem- 
bership of the CIO will believe the Executive 
Board and not Lewis. 

Lewis has demonstrated his unfitness to 
lead the miners who are patriotic and want 
to see Hitler defeated.

This decision climaxes a case which at 
every point violated the spirit and at one point 
the letter of the United States Constitution. It 
starts with the fundamental injustice of mak- 
ing an alien deportable for doing what Ameri- 
can citizens are free to do politically. The 
second trial of Bridges violated the constitu- 
tional guarantee that no person shall twice 
be put in jeopardy for the same offense. In 
trying to get arqund this provision by making 
deportation turn. upon past instead of present 
membership, violated the spirit of 
the clause prohibiting ex post facto laws. The 
case makes a farce of the guarantee of a fair 
trial. 

From another standpoint, of all moments 
for the Attorney General to choose (if he had 
any choice) to act on this controversial ques- 
tion, the present would seem to be the most 
inept.

On Saturday, May 16, 1942, 
President Roosevelt freed Earl 
Browder, the general secretary of 
the Communist Party, one of Amer- 


eas most distinguished anti- 
fascists. The President iggued a 


statement in which he said, among 
other things, that Browder’s free- 
dom “will have a tendency to pro- 
mote national unity.” 

Democratic America 
this statement. Hundreds of im- 
portant unions, various people's 
organizations, individual leaders 
and workers, and liberal and pro- 
gressive Congressmen and Senators 
greeted Browder’s liberation and 
congratulated the President on this 
important step. 

A great many liberal newspapers, 
such as the “Chicago Times,” the 
“St. Louls Star Times,” as well as 
important Negro newspapers ex- 
pressed their joy at Browder’s 
freedom. 

Senators Pepper of Florida, Dewey 
of California and Congressman 
Coffee of W Thecdore 
Dreiser, Charlie Chaplin, and many 


others made encouraging state- 
ments. 


Millions of workers in shops 
and at the benches a re- 
newed feeling of joy security 


in America; they felt that America 
was determined to defeat Hitler and 
Hitlerism with every ounce of its 


Congressman J. Parnell Thomas 
of New Jersey, a member of the ill- 
famed Dies Committee, attacked 
the President. 

Friday, May 29, the fascist, pro- 
Nazi, anti-Semite and immigrant- 
baiting Senator Reynolds boasted 
his bill to outlaw the Communist 
Party. All this was done to destroy 
national unity. 

What should have been the atti- 
tude of Socialists to the President’s 
action and statement? We know 
that thousands of Socialist work- 
ers were overjoyed and hailed the 
President's action, From all the 
reports received from the various 
needle trades and other shops, it is 
clear that all workers applauded 
the President’s action, 
Unfortunately, however, the So- 
clallst workers did not have the 
possibility of coming to expression. 
The Social Democratic Federation, 
Algernon Lee, N. Chanin, A. Rogoff 
and others who speak in the name 


of the Social Democratic workers 
as well as the Social Democratic 
newspapers such as the Jewish 
Daily Forward and the New Leader 
did not take their stand with the 
workers and the people. They came 
out against the President's declara- 
tion for national unity in conjunc- 
tion with Browder’s freedom. 

The Social Democratic Fegeration 
rushed into print with a statement 
in which it said: 

“The Social Democratic Federa- 
tion would not oppose Browder’s 
freedom were the reduction of his 
prison term an act of clemency. 
When, however, the President ex- 
presses the hope that his action will 
encourage. national unity, then he 
helps create the impression that 
Browder was punished for his po- 
litical ideas, and that is not so.” 

Further: the statement says that, 
“the President's words can there- 
fore only harm our national unity.” 
(Jewish. Daily Forward, May 18, 
1942.) 

Mark these words. Had the 
President not spoken about na- 
tional unity, then they would not 
have opposed Browder’s freedom. 
But since the President does want 
national unity, in this case they are 
wholly opposed to the freedom of 
Earl Browder. Such bitterness can 
lead the Social Democratic Federa- 
tion only to isolation. In the case 
of Earl Browder, for example, on 
the one side we find the huge num- 
ber of unions, liberal and progres- 
sive American intellectuals and 
politicians, and the millions who 
signed the petitions for Browder's 
freedom, while the Social Demo- 
cratic Federation, unfortunately, 
lines up with J. Parnell Thomas of 
the Dies Committe, Senator Rey- 
nolds, etc. 

The worst and the most danger- 
ous aspect of the en matter is 
that the Social Dem tic Federa- 
tion takes a course that leads to 
national disunity instead of to 
unity. i 

They shout that they support the 
Presidents domestic and foreign 
war policies; but no sooner does the 
President pose the question of na- 
tional unity—unity of all the anti- 
Hitler forces in America—when 
they begin to threaten that they 
will not permit it. ! 

What other meaning can be at- 
tached to their statement that “the 
President's words can therefore 
only harm our national unity?” 

What kind dt harm? ‘The fact 


that the Hamilton Fish, Martin 
Dies and Father Coughlin forces 
may be weakened? Would that be 
harmful? 

National unity could be harmed 
only if the unions and the organ- 
izations of the American people 
would oppose President Roosevelt's 
win the war program. No such 
danger comes from the President 's 
efforts for national unity. This 
danger exists in the very statement 
of the Social Democratic Federa- 
tion which aims to influence the 
course of certain unions, fraternal 
and mass organizations under their 
leadership. 

They are already bringing harm

Old Friends and New Ones 


On a Speaking Tour Soon

| A FEW days I’m stepping out to see what the rest 

of the country looks like. This, of course, is no oblique 
slur against New York and the fellow who announces that 
America is everything west of Manhattan doesn’t get my 
vote. 


Nevertheless I am looking forward to that trip to 
New England and a number of meetings in celebration of the success- 
ful conclusion of the first “Worker” sub drive. New Bedford, Mass. 
followed by Malden, Cambridge, Dorchester and Providence. So I'll 
probably be signing off for a week or so. 

A speech a night is no cinch, and yet it’s fun for the speaker, 
if not always for the audience. And you can't make the same speech 
in every town, either, like those trained seals sent out by the Lecture 
Bureaus. The towns are different, the audiences vary, and there are 
always local issues that invite comment. Besides, working class audi- 
ences don't like a fellow reading from a prepared speech with appro- 
priate gestures.

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The trained seals of the Lecture Circuit, however, work it differ - 
ently. They write out one bevelled-off piece, read it to the customers, 
and then skip to the next port of call. It's in the nature of a dramatic 
performance. As for the audiences, they're all the same to the trained 
seals. They're considered innocent dolts privileged to applaud the 
scintillating comments of the lecturer. 


If you have doubts on the subject read Mr. John Mason Brown's 
reminiscences of a trained seal which he calls “Unaccustomed As I Am.” 
(It's a book.) Mr. Brown is by profession a drama critic, and his 
lecture tour is a painless means for replenishing his exchequer. 

But Mr. Brown is not, one might say, the main danger. There 
are the Jan Valtins, the Louis Fischers and others of their type who 
write books in anticipation of lecture tours, and then deliver lectures 
based on notes for their books. Mr. Brown's significance lies in the 
fact that he has introduced a by-product to lecturing: writing memoirs 
based on your experiences as a lecturer. In these memoirs the audierice 
is generally the foil for the author's bon mots. 


Most American towns look alike when you get out of the station. 
But how vastly different they actually are! New Bedford and Los 
Angeles; Philadelphia and Detroit; Pittsburgh and Minneapolis. Each 
has an atmosphere all its own. There's a United Cigar store and a 
Woolworth's in each of these cities, but that’s as far as the similarity 
goes. The predominant industry gives its special character to the 
community. 

It’s those “sociological” tourists who used to travel across the 
country in their cars that spread this legend of “uniformity.” Arriv- 
ing in town they'd whip out their notebooks at the first gas station and 
talk to the attendant while he filled up and checked the oil. The 
process would be repeated in a hundred cities from one end of the 
country to the other. Filling station attendants, eager to keep their 
jobs, are not in the habit of making unconventional and non-conformist 
comments to tourists. Hence the legend about the “sameness” of 
America, the “standardization” that these returning pilgrims would 
write about in their suave books about The Real America. 


The Real America is in your own office or shop, on your own | 
street and in your own city. Nevertheless, a visit to one’s out-of-town 
neighbors is always interesting. Especially these days, when a true 
spirit of patriotism is surging through the country and the people are 
more united than ever in the greatest crusade of modern times.
